To reconsider, or move ahead 
as planned...that is the question 
local politicians were asking 
themselves at Monday night's 
regular council meeting. 

They discussed a motion 
made by Ward 6 Coun. Ann- 
Marie Noyes to backtrack on the 
Town's recent decision to wait 
until five years to see a third 
party review conducted on the 
level of service provided at the 
Douglas Memorial Hospital 
(DMH), since it was converted 
into an urgent care centre. 

When an agreement was 
reached last year between the 
Town and the Niagara Health 
System, originally a review was 
to take place after two years. But 
at the May 17 council-in-com- 
mittee meeting, council voted 
unanimously to stretch that trial 
period to five years, so more sta¬ 
tistical data can be gathered.

Noyes' motion on Monday was a 
request to gather support from her fel¬ 
low councillors to still request a review 
after two years and again after five 

"It's important that we continue with 
solidarity when we question the 
changes and fight to get back all our 
hospital services," said Noyes. 

"Five years for this type of review is 
too long," she added. 

Ward 1 Coun. Sandy Annunziata said 
he respects Noyes' intentions with the 
motion, but said more details need to 
be provided in order for him to show 
his full support. The lack of a funding 
strategy for a review after two then five 
years is one of his concerns. Also, he 
feels the reasoning behind the Town's 
decision to wait until five years, that not 
enough information to make a case to 
the ministry of health and long term 
care can be made available after two 
years, should be considered. 

"I’m still under the impression two 
years is a litde early to provide enough 
statistical data," said Annunziata. 

He also believes supporting the 
motion without hearing whether physi¬ 
cians staffed at DMH are supportive of 
a review being conducted after two 
years is something he wasn't comfort¬ 
able with. He'd like to hear from the 
experts first. 

"When I have a plumbing problem, I 
go see a plumber," he said. 

About two months ago, Ontario PC 
leader and Fort Erie native Tim Hudak 
visited the DMH site for a press confer¬ 
ence, saying if he is elected premier, he 
will re-open the emergency room and 
dissolve the role of Local Health 
Integration Networks. Annunziata said 
if Hudak is elected and able to pull this 
off, the review won't even be necessary. 

"In this climate of politicking, it's 
very uncommon to hear a politician go 
out on a limb and make two very bold 
statements like that," he said. 

Ward 4 Coun. Tim Whitfield admit¬ 
ted it is a tough decision, whether or 
not to support Noyes' motion or to be 


patient and let all parties involved with 
the agreement to continue with its dia- 

"I've learned over the years, there's a 
time to fight and there's a time to nego¬ 
tiate and do what is best for the com¬ 
munity," said Whitfield. 

Russ Wilson, the Town's director of 
community health and wellness 
ensured members of council that the 
panel responsible for the review will be 
fair and not have their minds made up 
before discussions even begin. The 
party responsible for the review will 
consist of members from the Town, the 
NHS and local physicians. 

"Through my interaction with the 
medical community, they will ensure 
impartiality," said Wilson. 

Wilson continued by saying there are 
two things that need to be considered 
when debating whether a review 
should be conducted after two years. 

The first is where the funding will 
come from for two reviews and the sec¬ 
ond pertains to the amount of informa¬ 
tion compiled over a two-year period. 

"There is a requirement for a strong 
sampling of data that's going to support 
our position and I don't think that's 
going to happen at the end of two 
years," said Wilson. 

At the end of the discussion, mayor 
Doug Martin also weighed in with 
some comments. He agrees with 
Annunziata, saying a source of funding 
for two reviews needs to be identified 
before moving ahead and that two 
years after the DMH's conversion to an 
urgent care centre is too soon for a 

He said the best plan to stick with 
currently is working diligendy to main¬ 
tain services already in place while 
gradually restoring services formerly 
available. 

He used the return of a YAG laser for 
eye surgeries as an example, as it was 
recently re-instated at DMH. 

"Those are the things we've been 
able to get back," said Martin. 

After nearly an hour of discussion, 
the motion was tabled until the next 
council meeting.

On Monday night I made 
a presentation to the Fort 
Erie Town Council. 

We wanted them to see 
that we are keeping up with 
events happening in our 
town and to be there for 
Councilor Ann-Marie Noyes 
when she made her motion 
to council regarding the 
Niagara Health System 
(NHS)’s promised third 
party review.

A few 
council members feel that if 
we do not accept the exten¬ 
sion that we will lose what 
litfie we have when out two 
years are up and that we 
have to take the extension 
now or lose it. Now, that 
sounds a bit like coercion or 
blackmail to me. 

Not from our council 
member but by the position 
that the NHS has reached. 
They have shown their true 
colours all along and are not 
trustworthy and not quite 

Their own web site is not 
factual in many cases. Just 
go on the web and look at 
the Douglas Memorial Site. 

Look at the Douglas 
Memorial Hospital 

Foundation and you will see 
it is so old some of the so 
called current members are 
deceased. This is on the 
NHS’s web site! 

One council member did 
not support the motion 
because he was torn 
between voting with his 
head or his heart. 

He cited a case of a local 


person being admitted to 
palliative care in Fort Erie 
and being able to die with 
dignity and with his family 
around him. 

This is not always the 
case, as we have also had 
loved ones die out of town 
and we have out of town pal¬ 
liative care persons die here 
in Fort Erie. 

They are redoing our 
Palliative Care area and 
extending it. I tried to find 
out this week, just how 
many of our ALC beds are 
going to be Palliative beds 
and if we are now going to 
be known as the hospital 
that you go to, to die. At the 
time of writing this letter no 
one has returned my call. 

Monday’s council meet¬ 
ing was disappointing as far 
as I am concerned and even 
after the mayor's impas¬ 
sioned speech, I was left 
with doubts as to the state¬ 
ments made and the validity 
of some of those statements. 

We have had a meeting 
with the members of the 
Douglas Memorial Hospital 
Foundation and they were 
open and sincere, and we 
believed them. 

Maybe we could have a 
meeting with the medical 
group and listen to what 
they have to say.

For the third time in less 
than a few months, the Cpl. 
Albert Storm Memorial 
Playground has once again 
been vandalized. 

This time, a couple rungs 
of the iron wrought fence 
guarding children from 
wandering onto the nearby 
roadway were kicked out 
causing nearly $200 in dam¬ 
age. 

The incident happened 


somewhere between last 
Monday night and 
Wednesday evening as the 
Town’s public safety officer 
Doug Atkins said firefight¬ 
ers usually inspect the area 

“Although it was a whole 
community effort and it 
brings a lot of people 
together, we like to think it’s 
a part of our property. 
We’ve kind of taken owner¬ 
ship to make sure every¬ 
thing is good and fine, but 
this is getting ridiculous." 


The latest act of violence 
follows a failed attempt to 
bum a part of one of the 
tunnels back in April and 
just a couple weeks ago 
some graffiti had to be 
cleaned off the equipment.
